AJPC* s CHILD MB YOUTH CARE PROGRAMME . 

Members »f the Shanghai Jewish Community Center, while 
attending »ne of the numerous lectures, or visiting social- 
functions and dances, or simply enjoying a leisurly hour in 
the comfortable and cozy lounge, and taking all this for gran- 
ted, should however sometimes remember that all this has net 
come inta being out • of nothing but forms part and parcel of 
the extensive child and youth care program of the American 
Jewish Joint Distribution Committee, majer American Jewish 
relief agency. 

Ever since the victorious armies of the united nations 
put an end to the rule of terror and persecution, this pro- 
gramm has been one of the foremost concerns «f the agency. 

And well was the plight of the Jewish youth in Europe some- 
thing to be gravely concerned about. Of 1,200,000 Jewish 
children in continental Europe, excluding Great Britain and 
Soviet Russia, only around 170.000 had survived, meaning that 
out of every 7 children only one had escaped the holocaust. 

To save this precious rest which for a great part represents 
the future of the race, no sacrifice seemed big enough. 

Out of the total of 170.000 children about 100.000 are 
now cared for by AJDC supported welfare agencies, either in 
child care institutions, by foster parents, or through general 
relief extended to their families. Compared with 65.000 
children who received AJDO aid during the fall of 1.v45> the 
present number represents an increase of 54 l />. 

Among the services provided for the children, . the most 
conspicous one is of course the care for their basic needs, 
such as food, clothing and maintenance. In this respect, the 
needs of the children have been given a special priority. in 
AJDO's supply programm. But of hardly lesser importance is 
medical treatment and psycological guidance. So poor was the 
gen- ral state of health of the children that in quite a few 
countries it has been necessary to develop suecial medical fa- 
cilities for disabled children under the supervision of Ameri- 
can Child specialists. 

Then there is, after yeans of neglected education, an ur- 
gent call for general and vocational training. In cooperation 
with ORT, this is taken care of in schools, tr ining classes, 
Alijahs and Kibbutzim. Religious services ane another urgent 
requirement. In many countries it has been possible to insti- 
tute summer vacation camps. Contd. next page. 



A major Df.rU in carrying out this program is played by the 
various child care institutions, but not less turn 2o6 of which 
are suoponted by a.JDC throughout the continent, not counting 
those in Germany find Austria.. Most of them find themselves in 
Rounania, Poland and Hungary, but also in Prance which has given 
shelter to a considerable number of Jewish children. 

isoci'l end cultural center for the rising generation run on 
p self-government basis, like the one provided by the Community 
Center here, does not seem to be in evidence anywhere in Europe. 
Shanghai youngsters should be proud to have something not 
existing in the various places of Jewish survival and’ should try 
to make it a success, thus sotting an example for their European 
brethren which, so we hope, will soon be emulated.

JEWISH PROBLEMS OP TODAY . 

"■ednesdaj- March the 5th, Mr. A. Masel, President of the 
Australian Jewish Community, spoke at the club on l "J ewish 
Problems of today”. 

Heaving been introduced by the chairman B5r. R. Lunger, 

Mr. Masel in an most interesting lecture, outlined some Jewish 
Problems from the viewpoint of an Australian Jew. 

"Roughly divided there are two problems? 

a. The Overseas Problem 

b. The Local Problem.

THE OVERSEAS PROBLEM 

The main concern of the Australian Jewry today are their un- 
fortunate brethren in Europe and their rescue from D.P. camps. 

The only, solution of the Jewish problem, Mr. Masel continued, 
"is a. JEWISH NATIONAL HOME in PALESTINE! Unless the' goal Can be 
achieved there will be no solution of our tragedy, (applause!) 

"Unfortunately, through the attitude of the British" Govern- 
ment, which is nothing short of a scandal, and their infamous 
White Paper, the gates of Zion are closed!" 

"This forces us to find another solution for the time- being- 
The Australian government leads today as m the- toast the way as 
far as migration is concerned". At this point Mr*. Masel warned 
the Shanghai refugees that he is not .a "Mes3ir-.h", as the power 
to grant permits lies in the hand of the Commonwealth Department 
while he himself was only to interview refugees cend to report on 
these interviews to the Ministry of Immigration. 

THE KIMBERLEY PLAN . 

Dr. Steinberg of the Pre eland league onee presonte a plan 
to the Australian government to settle some 50.000 Jews in 
KIMBERLEY , w est Australia. Kimberley is 300,0 miles away from ci- 
vilisation, tropical, with a rainy season lasting three months- 
so completely unsuitable. But that was not the only reason, as a 
matter of fa.ct.not at all the reason, why Mr. Masol, who was in 
charge of the investigation, rejected the plan on behalf of the 
Australian Jewry. 

To Accept this plan is detrimental to Jewish interests as 
there is only one land for us; Palestine!

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( Editors notes . ) 

There has been more than one plan of this kind, but all of 
them have failed as they always will- cc a. lend suitable for 
these purposes must fulfill three requirements. 

a. The territory in question must be empty. 

The population must at least be insignificant as otherwise 
the same problem would arise as today in Erez Israel. Even. if the 
natives would be ignorant and illiterate they would soon find 
some white skinned protector (british most probably) to protect 
their "interests". 

b . The territory must bo ^ood. 

This means it must be suitable for colonisation by Europeans. 
OT here other white pioneers have failed, we are not likely to 
succeed. 

e . Th e territory must be of no value to its present owner 

Conflict is bound to arise wherever there is e common front- 
ier between the owners country and a Jewish "Province" since the 
owns r must always fear that failing Jew's will frood their own 
provinces, to which , quite rightly they object. 

let, between the provinces of the same state, or the cantons 
of the same federation, intermigration can not be prohibited 
without issuing internal passports which would immediately poi- 
son the civic, democratic atmosphere, as it would create a less 
privileged class or group- in other words again a Ghetto. 

So the only solution left would be to declare the territory 
a Jewish state at once. 

But that again is only possible if the country has no value 
to its owners . Yet, this would be strange indeed, if the land in 
question fulfills the first two requirements,., as an UNINHABITED 
land which is HABITABLE, is already m enviable value 

Although Palestine cannot compete with other countries in possi 
bilities of colonisation or ease of access, all values and ad- 
vantages .added up and compared still make it the suitable and on- 
ly place in the world. As much as we condemn totalitarian patrio- 
tism there are sometimes de spar ate situations where a decent man 
has no other choice but to_say^Right_or_wrong_my_counrty]_^ 



THE LOCAL PROBLEM. 

Mr. Masol pointed out that there was a. certain amount of anti- 
semitism in Australia but that a Jewish Council was successfully 
combating it. 

There definitely is not enough attention given to Hebrew edu- 
cation in Australia, as only 25'A of the Jewish youth attend 
Jewish education. Another fact related by our guest was that the 
Jews divided themselves into too many sections such as Russina 
German Australian Refugee and so on. Speaking about Jewish Com- 
munity Centers Mr. Masol felt, that their program should consist 
on Zionist, Jewish Cultural and’ social activities, and ended his 
interesting lecture under enourmous applause.

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Major Dwyer, together with Col. O^Connor, Was introduced to the 
audience by Youth Council Chairman Bobby Linger. The Major imme- 
diately captured the attention of his .listeners with his eloquent 
and witty manner, of speech* He not only had the audience deeply 
absorbed in the sujoct, but ho had them e oaring with laughter time 
and again with his anecdotes and remarks* 



First the Mai or gave an account of how he entered the army in 1942, 
L « oJSJnSJ L?™tc and wont to military school at Port Niagara 
Then he was successively promoted oo P.F.C., Corporal, etc. , 
came to hold his present rank of Major, quite and achievement. The 
Mai or came to °hina under Major General Chennault, whose .vss. Judge 
Advocate he became. In October 1945 he came to Shanghai, and had to 

tackle the war crimes trials. n™i -i + + t o 

The first case to which he was assigned was the case of the hooiit tie 

Flyers. As will be remembered, on April 18th, 1942, the U*S. Aircraft- 
carrier"!!. S.S, Hornet" was 750 miles off Tokyo. From this carrier, 

16 B-25’s were sent off on a bombing mission to Japan* In the Door 
little case the aircrafts Ho. 6 & 16 were involved. Ship No. 6 had 
bombed Tokyo , but did not have enough gasoline to return, and made 
a crash-landing in the ocean near Ningpo, but of the crew of 5 .there 
were only 3 survivors. The same had happened to ship No. lb, 
had bombed Nagoya, and then crash-landed near Nanohang,with all 6 
members of the crew safe. Thus there were altogether 8 survivors, 
all of whom were captured by the Japs, taken to Tokyo and then 
Shanghai. Here they wore tried and convicted on. a law, which was 
introduced to the Jap parliament by Haitaro Kamira, at present a de- 
fendant in the Tojo case. This lav/ stated that ant captured airman, 
found responsible for the damage of non-military objects, shall bq 
sentenced to death. Major Dwyer pdnted out that with the ever-in- 
creasing tempo of war, it was of course impossible to prevent that 
bombs strayed out and also hit non-military objects. So, the Japa- 
nese used this law as an excuse for killing their captives under the 
protection of "law". Here is what the Major called "the ideal set- 
up for a perfect crime", by killing people, with the excuse of en- 
forcing a law. The 8 Doolittle Flyers were held for questioning for' 
more than 60 days at the Jap* Army 13th Head Quarters (from June 8th - 
August 13th, 1942). 



continued next page*. 
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This imprisonment was fell owed up with a "Trial” which lasted less 
than 15 minutes, and in which one of the fliers, sick with Beri- 
Beri, and a temperature of 105 dog,!*, (i.e« about 40 d-^g.C*)* During 
this short ^trial^in which the flyers had no chance tc defend them' 
selves, all flyers were sentenced tc death, 5 of these 8 sentences 
were commuted, however into life imprisonment. The other 3 flyers 
were shot at the cemetery on the present Wedemeyer Rd, , about 2 
miles from the Kiangwan traffic center. Captain Neilson,who testi- 
fied at the bar Crimes Trials at bard Road Jail, was one of those, 
whose sentence was commuted. 



The second case which Major Dwyer had to handle was the Major Hauck, 
or Hongkong case. This was similar to the Doolittle case, iv - 
pilot, who had bombed ourely military targets at Hongkong, was forced 
down through anti-aircraft fire, captured in January 1945, and ta- 
ken to Stanley Prison, In contrast to the other case, he was well- 
treated. However, he was also tried and convicted on the same law 
as the ^oolittlc Flyers, for the Japanese said that his bombings had 
caused the damage of a civilian Chinese fishing boat. Without any 
chance to speak, the defendant was sentenced to death and executed. 

Finally, the Major came to talk about the krhardtease which lasted 
ior 3£ months. In this trial Major Dwyer acted as ^ss. Prosecutor. 

The Major said that this case is at present under review by the 
Commanding General, and he (Dwyer) should net be considered as try- 
ing to influence the General, if he tells the audience a few things 
about the case. He simply wants to give an informal account of the 
trial. The issue in this case was whether the accused group of peop- 
le had violated the German capitulation terms, by committing any 
military acts after May 8th, 1945. /aid the Prosecution proved that 
they did. In this case circumstantial evidence played a very im- 
portant role, and Col. 0’ Connor , the chief Prosecutor, and he him- 
self relied largely for guidance on the famous Gillette case (also 
known as "The American Tragedy") in which the people of New Yprk 
prosecuted Gillette, who was convicted through circumstantial evi- 

donee# . _ 

Before making his general conclusion to the lecture, Major Dwyer 
related a few anecdotes from his life. Ho then asked for questions- 
from the audience and was time and again put "on the spot , as he 
himself said. The enthusiasm with which the Maj or answered the ques- 
tions was admired by the entire audience, and a lively discussion 
ensued, which, it seemed, would never end. However it was getting 
late, and the Major then gave his general conclusion to the topic. 

He stated, that* rewarding the war crimes trials, there are 3 groups 
of thought. Firstly, there are those people who say that one should 
let bygones be bygones, and forget it all* Then there are those 
who want the criminals to be just taken out and' shot without any 
trial whatsoever. Finally there are those who demand that fair 
als should be accorded to the criminals. The Major strongly attack- 
ed a ll those with the "let us forget it" ttitude* livery crime must 
be punished to serve as a deterrent to others, and war crimes are 
no exception. To those, on the other hand, who are just for Fini- 
shing off " the criminals without trial, the Major had to say that ^ 
it was exactly this what the courts are prosecuting. We would then 
be repeating the crimes of the Fascists* Thus the only und 

just thing to do is to give those criminals a fair trial. That is 
American fairness and justice !%the Major concluded amidst the 
great applause of the audience.
